Section 11.90—Shift Allocations to Support the State’s COVID-19 Response from the
General Fund to the Coronavirus Relief Fund

Pursuant to the provisions of Conftrol Section (CS) 11.90, 2020 Budget Act, the following
report is respectfully submitted.

Subdivision (c) of CS 11.90 authorizes the Director of Finance to allocate federal funds
from the Coronavirus Relief Fund (CRF) in the Coronavirus Aid, Relief, and Economic
Security (CARES) Act (P.L. 116-136) to offset or reduce General Fund appropriations
made in the 2019-20 and 2020-21 fiscal years to support the COVID-19 response
between March 1, 2020 and December 30, 2020.

As outlined in our September 23, 2020 notification and our November Update on
disaster response costs, Finance has reviewed additional information and identified
additional eligible expenditures to be paid with the CRF in lieu of General Fund.
Attachment A summarizes the newly identified expenditures through September 30,
2020, consistent with the framework of CS 11.90.

Attachment B provides an update to previously reported estimates for several projects
with actuals for the two federal reporting cycles. Together, these projects total nearly
$1.9 billion, and meet the criteria outlined by the U.S. Treasury for use of these funds.
Finance continues to work with departments to refine these estimates in preparation for
the consolidated federal report covering expenditures from March 1, 2020 and
September 30, 2020. This report is due on December 15, 2020, and will also include
expenditures through September 30 for various direct appropriations including
Homekey, food and diaper supplies, child care for essential workers, K-14 learning loss
mitigation, and city and county expenditures.



As outlined in the prior notification, offsets will continue to be processed in installments
based on actual expenditures. This approach will allow Finance to continue to monitor
expenditures and prioritize use of the CRF, in lieu of General Fund, to prevent CRF from
being unspent and returned o the U.S. Treasury. Finance continues to work with
departments to review additional COVID-19 costs that may be paid with CRF in
preparation for the next federal report covering expenditures from March 1, 2020 and
December 31, 2020. This report is due on January 11, 2021. Finance will submit
subsequent reports to the Joint Legislative Budget Committee as additional expenditure
data becomes available.

Pursuant to the provisions of CS 11.90 (e), Finance recommends reallocation of funds
totaling $599,786 to the Department of Public Health for two cities that adopted
resolutions inconsistent with subdivision (f) of this Control Section. These funds would be
provided to the Department of Public Health to support additional testing in Atwater
and Coalinga for COVID-19 so that the use of these funds has tangible benefits for
residents of these cities. Tests will be offered to individuals at high-risk for COVID-19
infection in vulnerable communities in the cities of Atwater and Coalinga using
resources under a Department of Public Health contfract with Logistics Health, Inc.
(OptumServe). A traveling team, able to complete 165 tests a day, will be sent to each
city. The cities will also be able to share a mobile bus able to complete 528 tests a day.
Testing is targeted to begin the week of November 23, 2020 and end December 30,
2020.
